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Are the State Associations Making Good? 


By E. M. HASTINGS 








PROGRESSIVE business man is always ready to put 

his money into any legitimate enterprise that he 

believes will pay him back two dollars for every 
dollar invested. A broad-gauge business man will put his 
money into a project from which he does not expect direct 
returns but from which he does expect results that will 
benefit the industry in Which he is engaged. A public 
spirited business man will sometimes put his money into 
an experiment merely “for the good of the cause” even 
though he can see no way of getting his money back. 
But all three—the hard-headed man of business who feels 
that he must make every dollar do the work of two, the 
booster who wants to lift the industry to a higher level, 
and the philanthropist who donates on general principles 
to benefit his fellows—all three expect and have a right 
to insist that their dollars thus invested shall accomplish 
something worth while; all three are looking for results. 

In the establishment and maintenance of the various 
State Holstein-Friesian Associations that have come into 
existence during the past two or three years, large sums 
of money have been expended, the most of which was 
acquired by means of subscription campaigns conducted 
for organization and membership promotion. The indi- 
viduals contributing may fairly be regarded as compris- 
ing an enterprising, forward-looking, public-spirited class, 
interested on their own account and interested for the good 
of the breed. They paid willingly, first to get a worthy 
organization established and later, on successive occa- 
sions, to get it out of debt and to help in times of finan- 
cial emergency when special burdens had to be borne. 
Eventually they came to discover that these burdens as 
well as the constant weight of State Association support 
were being shouldered only by the few, only a compara- 
tively small number of National Associa- 


World appeared an article headed, Michigan’s Better Sire 
Train Goes Across With a Bang. This article describes 
an educational project of state-wide proportions, big 
enough and important enough to be regarded as a worthy 
undertaking for a State Holstein Club working in coopera- 
tion with the New York Central and Pennslyvania railway 
companies, the Michigan Agricultural College and the 
other organizations that united in making the effort a 
wonderful success. This dairy demonstration train of 
eight to ten cars was operated through the northern part 
of Michigan during the month of August. Exhibits and 
lecturers were provided by the College and the State 
Holstein-Friesian Association furnished the 68 purebred 
bulls that were to take the places of grade and scrub 
animals along the line, also cattle for exhibition purposes 
and the feed and attendants necessary to carry the ship- 
ment through. The Holstein exhibit included College 
Butter Boy, champion in his class at the Detroit Fair in 
1921, also the Grand Champion female at the same fair, 
and Lady Clio Pauline De Kol (800 lb. milk in seven days). 
“Old Red,” a scrub cow supposed to represent the average 
Michigan bovine, was included in the exhibit for the 
purposes of comparison. To quote from the article men- 
tioned, “When these cows were led out on the flat car 
and a large standard was displayed indicating how “Old 
Red” produced 4300 Ib. of milk last year while Johanna 
produced over 20,000 Ib. and Lady Clio turned out over 
21,000 lb. in ten months, one could not help but feel that 
the message of more efficient dairying was striking fer- 
tile ground.” The 68 registered bulls were all placed— 
mostly with farmers who never before had owned a pure- 
bred animal. President Waters, in his annual address, 
said, “Every one of these men becomes at once a pros- 

pective purchaser of purebred females

The projects mentioned could be conducted only through organization and 
to the extent that they may be regarded as important and profitable ‘they 
afford a partial answer to the question as to what the State Associations h 7 
been and are doing that is worth while. In an effort to get first-hand thon 
edge concerning the work that is being accomplished by the various State 
Associations, we lately sent a request to the Secretary of each of these organiza, 
tions for a statement regarding the activity or activities that semed to him to be 
of the greatest importance in advancing the Holstein industry in his state, The 
replies received are interesting and it is to be regretted that space will not 
admit of their being published in full. Mr. Long writes like one who knows 
his job, and it is noticeable that he makes only incidental reference to the 
two projects which we have mentioned. He says, in part: 

“In the first place, it seems to me that a state association should be a 
service bureau to do those things for its members which they can do coopera: 
tively better than individually. It is the duty of the officers of the organiza 
tion to find out what these are ond set about doing them. * * * 

“In Illinois our farmers are, and correctly so I think, diversified farmers, 
The Holstein industry is only one of the industries they are interested in. 
Many of our dairymen are extensive hog producers and perhaps just as exten- 
sive grain producers. For these reasons, our herds are not as extensive as in 
some of the states. Our average breeder has between fifteen and twenty cows 
in his herd. That is why we consider it necessary to establish a testing plant 
so he can test his cows more economically. That is why we have established 
a Bang farm to take care of his reactors. He has so few cattle that he can- 
not afford to ship his good cows to slaughter when they react. He cannot 
advertise so extensively as the larger breeder, hence we think the bull 
salesman necessary. From the standpoint of females, ours is more of a buy- 
ing than a selling state and we arrange to give the members assistance in 
buying whatever cattle they want. While we have some new localities that 
desire to go into Holsteins, and we are helping them to the best of our 
ability, we are not seeking new territory in which to promote Holsteins. Just 
at the present time, it is a question of better cows rather than more cows 
Thus we are promoting boys’ and girls’ calf clubs, cow testing associations, 
bull associaticns, tuberculosis eradication and county show herds, believing 
the latter work offers the best opportunity to demonstrate type. Then too 
the basic idea behind our testing plan is improvement by breeding. 

The bull calves sired by our herd bull, from the cows tested at our plant, 
will become herd sires in the leading counties of our state. In this way, we

She freshened at 2 years, 28 days, and in her first 7 
days on test, made a record of 20.5 lbs. butter from 325.5 
Ibs. milk, with an average test for the week of 5.04.

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Judging Committee Making Progress 


EFINITE results of the highest importance to the fu- 
D ture advancement of our breed are being accom- 

plished by the Judging Committee, appointed at the 
conference in Philadelphia last March. This conference, 
called by the Executive Committee of the National Asso- 
ciation and the Prize Committee, was the outgrowth of 
suggestions oftered in the discussion of show ring prob 
lems featured prominently in the Holstein-Friesian World, 
following the close of the judging season last year. The 
meeting in Philadelphia discussed the problems in gen- 
eral but without taking any definite action other than to rec- 
ommend that the Executive Committee appoint a smaller 
committee to work out, if possible, some plan, not only of 
standardizing judging practices in the show ring, but also to 
bring about a more accurate conception on the part, not only 
of the judges, but also of the breeders and students as 
well as to what constitutes perfection in Holstein type. At 
the general conference, the importance of lantern slides 
and clay models was emphasized. 

With these general recommendations to work upon, the 
committee, which consisted of W. S. Moscrip, Chairman; 
H. H. Kildee, R. E. Haeger, W. H. Standish, A. C. Ooster- 
huis, T. E. Elder, Ward Stevens, and Axel Hansen, set 
out to solve the problem. Their course of procedure was 
a businesslike one. Each member of the committee se- 
lected photographs, or had photographs taken of animals, 
which, in some particular, either head, rump, middle, udder 
or elsewhere embodied their idea of perfection. These 
photographs.were then gathered in by the chairman and a 
meeting of the entire committee was called on May 18, 
at Pabst Stock Farm. Preliminary to the meeting, the 
well known animal painter, Edwin Megargee, and .the 
sculptor, Gozo Kawamura, were engaged, and a day was 
spent with the artists at the Pabst Stock Farm and neigh- 
boring farms with several members of the committee, tak- 
ing measurements and working out some of the general 
problems of perfection in type. Thus when the committee 
gathered on May 18, Mr. Megargee had ready for their 
consideration, paintings, showing a cow and bull em. 
bodying the essential features of perfection and Mr 
Kawamura had a clay model of a bull in a similar state of 
completion. These works of art: were criticised painstak- 
ingly by the Committee, which spent an entire day in 
going over the most minute details of conformation, the 
changes suggested and agreed upon being made right be- 
fore their eyes by each artist. 

It is pleasing to record that the ideas of type, which 
the members of this committee brought together, were 
in absolute accord in every detail, which demonstrates 
that any difference of opinion on the placing of live ani- 
mals in the ring come entirely from differences in apply- 
ing the general principles of conformation. In other 
words, the different points of the live animals under con- 
- sideration look differently to different men. We believe 
that the -work done at this meeting on the clay model was 
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extremely valuable in giving to everyone wh 
a clearer mental picture of what constitutes 
each item of animal conformation and that 
in much greater uniformity in our judgin 
— — of the perfect Holstein sire 
under the eyes of the Committee and a ¢ ,

Holsteins more closely approaching the ideal in confor.

Recommendations on Judging Practises 


The committee at the meeting referred to also con- 
sidered the various problems of judging practice which 
the judges are required to rule upon at almost every show. 
These recommendations, which were all unanimously 
adopted, may be summarized as follows: 

The lameness of any animal shown is a matter that 
should be left to the discretion of the judge. If any in- 
jury appears to be only temporary, the judge must use 
his own discretion in balancing up the animal affected, 
with others competing. Permanent injuries, however, 
should disqualify an animal from placing. 

In regard to weak quarters in an udder, no hard and 
fast rule can be set down, this being likewise a matter 
for the discretion of the judge. 

Cows that have lost one or more quarters should be 
debarred from ary placing, and in general any cow placed 
should have an udder in healthy condition, -with each 
quarter functioning normally. 

The question was raised as to whether or not age or 
sex should be given consideration in placing the get of 
sire classes. The Committee recommends that, other 
things being equal, older animals shouid be given greater 
‘consideration, but it is entirely in the discretion of the 
judge to decide whether younger animals in such classes 
give promise of showing better uniformity of excellence 
with development than the older ones actually show. 

The committee agrees with the action of the National 
Dairy Show and some other exhibitions that the classifi- 
cation for junior calves be eliminated and that no junior 
calves be allowed in competition except in special calf 
club classifications. The committee recommends that this 
action be taken by all state and sectional fairs and 
shows. 

The committee recommends that regardless of com- 
petition in any fair, nc animal shall be placed higher than 
nts real merit warrants and that no animal not worthy be 
awarded any premium or be placed and that all judges be 
instructed to observe this ruling. 

Regarding the A. R. O. classes, the committee recom: 
mends that it be required that the official A. R. O. certifi 
cate for butterfat production be placed on file with the 
fair management before the judging date and that no 
animal for which such certificate is not filed shall be al 
lowed to compete, thus making it possible to compute the 
credits for production as well as conformation at the 
same time, and permitting a final placing while the animals 
are still in the ring. : 

The committee recommends that fair secretaries be 
requested to check more carefully the ages of all purebred 
Holsteins entered and their identification with the regis 
tration papers. 

The committee recommends the elimination of dis 
credits on the present official score card, leaving this mat- 
ter to the ‘discretion of the judge until such time wh 
new and complete score card can be recommende. 
Definite recommendations on the score card will not 
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present. The committee wishes to be present at 
only such recommendations as will clear up in- 
ints in the present card. The committee wishes 
an opportunity to observe certain points during the com- 
ing show season with the idea of getting out at the close 
of the season, a manual on the show ring and the true 
type of the preed which may be of the ‘greatest possible 
yalue to the industry.

NEW YORK BREEDERS’ SMOKER AT EARLVILLE 
SALE 

On the evening of May 9, about 275 New York breeders 
and their friends assembled at the Douglas Opera House 
at Harlville for a smoker and entertainment under the 
auspices of the Earlville Board of Trade and the Madison 
Bigler of the State Association presided. 
and Chenango County Holstein clubs. President C. F. 

A. M. Hoadley, representing the Earlville Board of 
Trade, greeted the breeders and assured them of their 
welcome in Earlville and expressed the hope that the 
future would see other successful sales in their village. 
He was responded to by A. A. Hartshorn of Hamilton, who 
spoke very interestingly on past events in Holstein affairs 
and ccmmented particularly upon the importance of the 
Holstein industry to that section of the state. He com- 
mented very favorably upon the prices received at the 
first day of the sale and stated that he felt more encour- 
aged regarding the outlook for the industry than for sev- 
eral vears past. In commenting on prices, it is of inter- 
est to note that Mr. Hartshorn stated that he had pur 
cchased one of his great foundation cows, Lillian Walker, 
as a two-year-old, just ready to freshen, for $75, and 
the following year he bought the cow Prilly as a three 
year-old for $70. He particularly urged the breeders to 
pay attention to the kind of cows they were breeding 
and assured them that if they would do this the prices 
would take care of themselves. 

Besides a comedy film, which put everybody in good 
humor, through the courtesy of Prof. Rider, formerly of 
the Kixtension service, the film, “Holsteins in New Eng- 
land” was shown. Secretary Zimmer briefly discussed 
the sales policies of the state association, -emphasizing 
particularly the importance of each consignor recognizing 
his responsibility in maintaining the standard of the state 
sales. 

The principal address of the evening was given by 
Bradley Fuller of the Dairymen’s League Cooperative As 
sociation on the subject, “Recent Developments in the 
Milk Situation.” Mr. Fuller discussed the events leading 
up to the present situation and gave many convincing 
arguments for the soundness of the pooling plan. He 
stated that the great principle of the multiple price was 
right and had come to stay. Mr. Fuller was followed 
with the closest of attention by his audience and the 
applause at the close of his address indicated that the 
Holstein breeders of that section were in sympathy with 
the “Poolers.” During the evening the audience was de- 
lightfully entertained with several solos by Edward “ 
Barrows of Herkimer County. Mr. Barrows 1s not only 
a Holstein breeder but a singer of note, and his rendition 
ot “The March of the Deathless Army,” and several other 
songs was one of the most interesting features of the 
very pleasant evening.

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Dams of the Sires of “True” Prepotency

NA previously published paper, 
“Twenty Great Sons of Great 
.” we attempted to prove that 

th played an unfailing and promi- 
nent part in the matings that produced 
these great sires. In that paper we 
t only with the sires and dams. 

The twenty bulls were selected on a 
basis of “true” prepotency, the degree 
in which they measured up to a cer- 
tain standard in siring the. type of 
their dams. In this paper we will at- 
tempt to prove that the rule of youth 
is even more pronounced in the pedi- 
gree of the dams. Our set of herd- 
hooks are limited and for that rea- 
son we have not been able to check 
three generations on all of these dams, 
but all omissions are for this reason; 
there is no attempt at sidestepping to 
gain a point. 

Great sires of true prepotency sire 
great sons and great daughters at 
any age but throw the biggest precent- 
age of great sons in the first half 
of their breeding life—which also 
holds true of their great transmitting 
daughters. There seems to be but 
little inclination this way in regard 
to individual production of milk and 
butterfat in the daughters. 

In our study we have found no in- 
stance of prepotency being carried 
through an individual of either sex 
where constitution, pronounced sex 
character and vigor were not present.

A few years ago New York State 
was looked upon as primarily a short- 
time state and practically all world’s 
records in the 7-day division were held 
by New York Holsteins. In long-time 
work, however, several Western and 
Middlewestern states were conceded 
to be far in advance of New York. In 
the past few years, New York State 
breeders have more and more been 
taking up long-time testing until now 
the Empire State ranks up among the 
leaders for number of 1000-lb. cows. 

Just during the last few weeks, two 
of New York’s greatest long-time pro- 
ducers have come back, each making 
a second great year record. These two 
producers are located in opposite ends 
of the state. I refer to Anna Lenox 
De Kol 2d, owned by Yates Farm, 
Orchard Park, N. Y., which is in the 
extreme western end of the state, and 
the other is O. K. L. Royal Beéts, own- 
ed at Beaver Dam Stock Farm, Mont- 
gomery, N. Y., which is pretty well 
down toward the southeast corner. 

Anna Lenox De Kol 2d made a great 
string of short-time records before she 
was ever run on long test, several 
times going over the 30-lb. mark, and 
on other occasions just falling short oi 
this figure.

new YORK STATE SCHOOL TESTS 
FOR FARMERS 

From February 9 to April 19, 1y22, 
the New York State School of Agri- 
culture at Morrisville, New York test- 
ed 12 cows for official production for 
farmers in that section, and four mem- 
pers of the school. herd were run, 
making a total of 17. All cows enter- 
ing had to have passed two tubercu- 
lin tests and every precaution was 
taken to keep all animals clean and 
barn sanitary. 

The highest record made during the 
test period was on the junior four- 
year-old heifer, Aaggie J. K. Pontiac, 
owned by D. Faile of Morrisville, her 
record being 30.411 lbs. butter and 
565.5 Ibs. milk in seven days. ‘The 
second highest record made was on 
the junior four-year-old heifer, M. S. V. 
Rosalind, owned by the State School, 
her 7-day record being 28.45 Ibs. but- 
ter from 572.4 lbs. milk. The third 
highest record was made on the six- 
year-old cow, Princess Artis Lyons, 
owned by O. M. Osland, her 7-day rec- 
ord being 27.63 lbs. butter from 498.4 
lbs. milk. Lena Fayne Cronley, a sen- 
ior three-year-old heifer, owned by C. 
B. Marshall, made a record of 24.17 
lbs. butter from 508.3 Ibs. milk. Paul- 
ine L. A. H. owned by the State school, 
made 24.46 lbs. butter from 449.0 Ibs. 
milk as a junior three-year-old. W. 
B. Girl Pauline, a seven-year-old cow 
owned by H. C. Wood, made 24.58 Ibs. 
butter from 488.7 lbs. milk. Of the 
7 records completed, 11 were over 
20 Ibs. while six were over 24 Ibs.

' Why Johnny Left the Farm 





Many speeches have been given 
from time to time on why John leaves 
the old home farm. Perhaps some of 
these addresses have hit the mark to 
a certain’ extent. But no one can 
tell the story as well as the boy him- 
self. 

Three years ago a calf club was or- 
ganized in Winnebago County, Wiscon- 
sin. During the week of organization 
many meetings were neld in the school 
houses, and at such meetings the young 
people often conducted the programs. 
One evening during a very interesting 
meeting a boy of twelve years was 
asked to recite. The teacher an- 
nounced that the boy had composed 
the poem himself.

According to figures from Washing- 
ton, D. C., States Relation Service, 
6648 boys and girls were engaged in 
calf club work in 33 states. Added to 


this number we have the southern 
states. Indications point to the fact 
that 1922 will be even a better year.

ung people who are enrolled in calf 
club work. This in a large way will 
help to solve the “Why Johnny Left 
the Farm Problem.”

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Are State Associations Making Good? 


(Continued from page 16) 








will be promoting the same strain in 
all parts of the state. 

J. W. Bartlett, Field Secretary of 
the New Jersey Holstein-Friesian Co- 
operative Association, is keeping New 
Jersey Holsteins so prominently be- 
fore the public that the activities of 
this organization are pretty well un- 
derstood by readers of the World. 
These include, as indicated in an an 
article by M. H. Keeney, to which Mr. 
Bartlett refers as summarizing the as 
complishments of the first seven 
months of 1921. 1. Placing purebreds 
on fifty farms. 2. Promoting accred- 
ited herd work. In 1919 less than 
100 herds were under state supervi- 
sion, while on Sept. 1, 1921 there were 
275 herds which had been tested and 
many more on the waiting list. 3. 
Legislative activities. Fifty breeders 
appeared before the Legislature at 
one time. Appropriations amounting 
to more than $100,000.00 were asked 
for and obtained, for the promotion of 
accredited herd work. 4. Publicity. 
“Holstein breeders everywhere: are 
continually reading about New Jersey 
Holsteins.” 5. Boys’ and girls’ calt 
club work. One hundred boys and 
girls in New Jersey raised purebred 
Holstein calves in 1921. 6. Eradica- 
tion of scrub and grade sires to be re- 
placed by purebreds. 7. Sale of cat- 
tle. “Contrary to the opinion of some. 
this is not the main work of our as- 
sociation. Several carloads have been 
sold through the State Association. A 
very satisfactory state sale was held.” 
8. Local and State Exhibits. Last 
September at the Trenton Fair, 170 
head of Holsteins exhibited by 50 
“little breeders” as compared with 
less than 30 Holsteins three years 
before. 

L. L. Oldham, Secretary of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Wiscon- 
sin, encloses several pieces of litera 
ture which would interest any seek- 
er for information regarding the Black 
and White breed in that state, and 
writes a letter which we should like 
to present in fpll but from which we 
will only briefly quote concerning two 
or three matters of outstanding im- 
portance: 

“Wisconsin is getting an average of 
$100 per head for grades and from 
$200 to $300 for purebreds; $484,000 
worth of sales are credited to the 
State Association and the County 
Clubs with whom we are cooperating, 
the past year. Twelve thousand head 
of cattle, of which 75 per cent or 
better were Holsteins, have been 
shipped out of this state the past four 
months, our State Veterinarian tells 
me. This money goes back to our 
dairymen as returns for the only cash 
crop sold from the farm in these 
times. Every county in the state has 
made sales to parties having a con- 
nection through us. This distribution 
of business means a lot to the satis- 
faction and content of those in the 
business. Besides it overcomes cut- 
throat competition which would result 
if all sales were going to those coun- 
ties or localities only, which had pow- 


erful local organizations. This pro- 
motion keeps everyone boosting 
the breed, and this general spirit, is 
very noticeable in our state as you are 
doubtless aware. * * * 

“The publicity work we do through 
the state and breed papers and espec- 
ially through the local weeklies in 
Wisconsin is worth the entire cost of 
this office to our breeders. We write 
from one to four stories per month 
for 370 papers in the state. These 
stories have to do with records made, 
memberships taken out in the Nation- 
al, herd-prefixes assigned, important 
sales made, bulls bought, and county 
and state activities as well as a men- 
tion of .things of out-of-state impor- 
tance. This is a regular Holstein 
News Service and the editors tell us 
it is fine for them, and the breeders 
like it. We get thousands of inches 
of good advertising in the form of 
news as a result. * * * 

“Each (State Secretary) must meet 
his own conditions. * * * There are 
innumerable ways that the state club 
idea can be made very profitable to 
the breeders and it must be made so 
if they succeed.” 

A folder enclosed with Mr. Oldham’s 
jetter shows the National Association 
membership in Wisconsin on January 
1 to be 3358, while a count of the 
list of paid up members of the State 
Association shows the number of the 
latter to be 352. On the question of 
membership, Mr. Oldham writes: 

“Some day, unless I am greatly mis- 
taken, the National will divert some 
of its funds to the State Clubs for 
extension purposes and then every 
man making sales will have to pay a 
share of that expense. It is only fair 
that he should and it seems in many 
cases the only way of assessing for 
service rendered.” 

E. R. Zimmer, Secretary of the New 
York Holstein-Friesian Association, 
calls attention to a program of State 
Association work, outlining such aims 
as Cooperation with County Clubs, 
Holding High-class Consignment 
Sales, Conducting County Meetings to 
acquaint breeders with work of State 
Association, Encouraging Tuberculo- 
sis Eradication, Publicity and Legis- 
lation and concerning an important 
activity of the association, he writes: 

“For the general advancement of 
the breed, I believe that our work in 
connection with sales is one of the 
most important because it is draw- 
ing particular attention to the impor- 
tance of type and better herd manage- 
ment. That is, of the better develop- 
ment of the animals of the herd. 
These matters have been emphasized 
by our speakers in their:contact with 
county clubs and it has had its in- 
fluence through the selection commit- 
tee in the different clubs who are 
working on the selection of animals 
for our sales. We also feel that to 
generally improve trade ethics is of 
great importance. * * * 

“No doubt one of our important ac- 
complishments up. to the present time 
is that we have developed great ac- 
tivity on the part of the clubs over the 
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state, although I am frank 


to ad 
that there is a lot more to be it 


along these lines. Our plan this year 
of sending our membership solicitors 
will do a great deal to Strengthen 
these clubs, I believe, and especially 


in those that have adopted the joint 
fee because they are at the game 
time making a canvass of their loca} 
membership. Our membership direc. 
tory and some other lines of publicity 
are of importance.” i 

E. J. Alexander, field man for the 
Missouri Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion, writes (in part): 

“We have had in Missouri a Better 
Bull campaign put on by the Chamber 
of Commerce of Kansas City, and each 
breed association has taken an im. 
portant part * * * and it has done for 
our state a lot of good. * * * | ¢op. 
sider that my best work has 
been done in organizing Boys’ and 
Girls’ calf clubs. Our state is not 
well established with Holstein 
cattle but we have a lot of good 
breeders and they are all boosting 
the breed in Missouri, and in a few 
years we hope to have enough breed- 
ers to support a Field Secretary on 
ful time. * * * We have Holstein calf 
clubs now in the following counties, 
St. Charles, St. Louis, Cole, Pettis, 
Johnson, Manatau and Lafayette.” 

From Fred C. Waddell, Secretary of 
the Colorado Holstein Association, we 
have a letter from which we quote 
briefly: 

“Colorado has started the year with 
a very good outlook. At the Annual 
Meeting a full-time secretary was ap- 
pointed, the first time our association 
has had one who could spend more 
than a small part of his time in the 
work. * * ® 

“The herd for the National Sale 
has been completed and is one that 
will do our state credit. * * * We 
have launched a_ fight to de 
crease the tuberculosis in our 
state. This work has been going on 
for several years but now we 
are going after noticeable results. 
We are proud of our Boys’ and 
girls’ clubs. * * * We could boast a 
bit about our milk consumption in this 
state but we are going to make it 
better. * * * The women of Colorado 
interested in the Holstein industry 
play largely in the success of our 
work. We have several actively en- 
gaged in making records in their own 
herds; a great many of these are well 
worth the effort. The community 
dairy shows throughout the state are 
creating much interest of late.” 

Cc. L. Blackman, Field Secretary of 
the New England States Holstein 
Friesian Association calls attention to 
the fact that the New England As 
sociation is unique in being an or 
ganization of six states. This, he says. 
has brought together the breeder In 
Connecticut and the breeder in Maine. 
It is not uncommon now to find breed- 
ers from Connecticut attending 4 
Maine meeting and vice versa. “Dur- 
ing last summer,” Secretary Blackman 
writes. “a large number of meetings 
were held. * * * There were more 
than 2500 people in attendance in meet- 
ings over New England. At these meet: 
ings we have endeavored to establish 
some kind of a definite program I 
each state.” Concerning sale activi- 
ties, Mr. Blackman says:

list of the men who are desirous 
of securing cattle. * * * This list is 
sent to all the members of the organ- 
ization, all college extension depart- 
ments, etc., and is used in answering 
letters from outside of New England. 
* * * This organization has been 
responsible directly or indirectly for 
the sale of more than $10,000 worth of 
cattle. I believe if we knew all the 
facts it would be nearly $15,000. In 
some cases it was a bull that was 
bought or sold, so that sometimes two 
members were assisted through one 
transaction. I now have men com- 
ing to me asking for assistance in lo- 
cating their next herd sire, which is 
a matter that many breeders have 
not considered sufficently in the 
past.” 


Mr. Blackman then calls attention 
to the New England Sale which is to 
be held at Springfield in May. 

Pennsylvania, without a paid Secre- 
tary, nevertheless has a State Asso- 
ciation. This organization, known 
as the Pennsylvania Federation of 
Holstein Clubs, has for its President, 
John A. Bell, Jr., and for its Secre- 
tary, W. Hugh Jones. 


A report of a recent meeting of the 
Board of Directors of this Federation 
and a proposed program of club activi- 
ties appeared in the April 15 issue 
of the World. 

Are the State Associations making 
good? Without a doubt some of them 
are. Much depends on the Secretary 
in charge. He must be broad-guage, 
remembering always that he repre- 
sents state-wide interests and must, 
therefore, be big enough to serve 
a constituency of thousands. He must 
be energetic, eager and alert to do 
his best for the sake of the cause. 
He must be practical and still a man 
with a vision. 

Going over the several reports here 
reviewed can we do better in our at- 
tempt to measure the usefulness of 
the various associations than apply 
the yardstick proposed by Mr. Long. 
A State Association should be a serv- 
ice bureau to do those things for its 
members which they can do coopera- 
tively better than individually. 

The mission of the State Association 
is primarily to increase the demand 
for purebred Holsteins. Publicity, 
publicity, publicity, must be the con- 


stant slogan of any agency calculated’ 


to popularize the breed, an end which 
manifestly must be achieved by co- 
operation in one way or another, eith- 
er through a national ‘bureau or 
through a district or state news serv- 
ice like the one conducted by Mr. 
Oldham in Wisconsin. The sending 
out of several news items every month 
to each of some 370 publications 
means a service of the greatest value 
and this plan must be broadened to 
cover the whole country if the under- 
lying idea at the foundation of the 
State Association system is to find 
its fullest expression. , 

Michigan’s dairy demonstration 
train was only a different expression 
of the publicity idea back of the 
State Association—a very striking and 
effective expression as the nesults 
proved. Another achievement that 
means valuable publicity for the breed 
is the promotion of exhibits of supe- 
rior animals at the fairs. State Asso- 
ciation officers who are awake to their 
opportunity will not neglect this im- 
portant detail so essential to the suc- 
cess of the year’s program. New Jer- 
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sey’s ability to interest 50 exhibitors 
in bringing their choice Holsteins to 
the number of 170 head to the Tren- 
ton Fair last fall constitutes a fine 
recommendation of the work that is 
being accomplished along publicity 
lines by the New Jersey Asociation. 
The public sale is without question 
one of the most valuable of the ad- 
vertising factors that have contrib- 
uted to the growth of the Holstein in- 
dustry. It might appear that the con- 
duct of public sales is, therefore, a 
legitimate function of the State Asso- 
ciation; but from a small beginning 
the sale industry without official spon- 
sorship has grown to great propor- 
tions and as an institution its char- 
acter has steadily improved. Not- 
withstanding the active participation 
of State Association in the public sale 
business it is undoubtedly true that 
the most notable sale successes of 
recent times, the sales that brought 
together the finest lots of high-class 
animals and that were proportionately 
effective in their advertising appeal, 
were privately conducted sales. We 
have, then, to consider whether or 
not the State Association can afford 
to devote its time and energy to the 
taking over of an institution already 
well organized and hardly in need of 
official bolstering up, while so much 
remains to be done in the furthering 
of other neglected but not less impor- 
tant matters. It may be thought that 
the writer, as a professional sale-man- 
ager, is necessarily prejudiced on this 
question. Possibly so but our convic- 
tion is that now if ever, all the power 
and influence and initiative of the 
state organizations are needed for the 
boosting of the Holstein industry, and 
we know by experience that an ex- 
tensive sale business can keep at least 
one member of the staff tolerably 
busy a considerable part of the time. 
The: National Sale in connection with 
the Annual Meeting of the National 
Association affords opportunity for 
the various State Associations to send 
creditable selections to an education- 
al exhibit of distinctive advertising 
value. Such participation is in line 
with the publicity idea and is properly 
one of the activities to which the 
state organization should devote care- 
ful attention. 

Are the State Associations making 
good? Only to the extent to which 
they are fulfilling their mission which, 
as we have said, is primarily to in- 
crease the demand for purebred Hol- 
steins. A state Association may have 
other aims but all must be incidental 
to the one great work of interesting 
the public in the Black and White 
breed. We must not make the mis- 
take of supposing that a State Asso- 
ciation is justifying its immense cost 
merely because it happens to be a 
great success as a social organization. 
A well attended annual meeting or an 
enjoyable banquet may be a valuable 
aid to the industry but it is not merely 
for such purposes that memberships 
are enrolled. The idea back of the 
association is better business. Is a 
State Asociation making for better 
business? To that extent it is mak- 
ing good.

Four Judge Segis Daughters Repeat 





‘yHEN Hollywood Farm _pur- 
W chased Judge Segis some 
years ago for their senior herd 
sire, he already had quite an imposing 
list of daughters whose records have 
been given considerable publicity in 
the Holstein and dairy press from 
time to time. At present, however, we 
will concern ourselves only with those 
daughters of Judge Segis that were 
bred and developed on the Pacific 
Coast, which still leaves us quite a 
little latitude for an interesting story. 
As these lines are written, only four 
daughters of Judge Segis have fresh- 
ened at Hollywood with second calf, 
the four, as junior. three-year-olds, 
making records from 25 to 32 lbs. with 
an average of 28.19 lbs. butter from 
539.8 lbs. milk, and an average test for 
the four of 4.18%. These are the four 
cows whose pictures are shown on this 
page, their records being given under- 
neath each picture. 

All four of the heifers pictured here 
were members of the famous Holly- 
wood show herd of 1919 and 1920 
which met with such success all 
around the Northwestern show circuit. 
It will be remembered that in 1919, 


various combinations of the get of 
Judge Segis won first get of sire at 
four important shows — The Washing- 
ton State Fair, the Idaho State Fair, 
the Northwest Livestock Show, and 
the Western Royal Livestock Show. 
They also won second get of sire at 
the Pacific International that year and 
captured a iarge number of other first 
prizes in the individual and group 
classes. 

These four heifers that were im- 
portant members of that successful 
show herd all freshened as two-year- 
olds and made creditable records on 
both short and long test, either 365 or 
305 days, and now they have all come 
back again as three-year-olds with the 
splendid records already mentioned. 

Hollywood Segis Palmar Aaggie was 
the first Hollywood daughter of Judge 
Segis to complete her year. Her 
figures are 21,611.4 lbs. milk with 835.9 
Ibs. butter at 2 years, 2 months of age. 
She freshened again at 3 years, 5 
months of age, making a record of 
25.16 lbs. butter from 668.3 lbs. milk, 
with the very good 30-day record of 
104.95 lbs. butter from 2713.7 lbs. milk. 
Her best day’s milk was i101 lbs. 


A World’s Champion daughter of 
Judge Segis is Hollywood Segis Bon- ; 
nie Model, who was one of the head ? 
liners of the 1920 show herd, appear- 4 
ing in at least one first prize com- 
bination of get of sire. She freshened 
at 2 years, 5 months, making a record 
of 19.48 lbs. butter from 496.3 Ibs. 
miik. She was carried only for the 
305-day period, breaking the world’s 
record for milk production with 18, 
869.7 lbs., her butter being 753 Ibs. 
She freshened within the year, drop- 
ping twin calves and making a record 
of 26.73 lbs. butter from 502.2 Ibs. 
milk. She was sold in the Brentwood 
Sale, being purchased by Mr. David- 
son himself. 

One of the best of the Judge Segis 
daughters as a calf and yearling was 
Hollywood Segis Phoebe Veeman, who 
was perhaps as successful in the show 
ring as any of his daughters. Her rec- 
ord at 2 years, 4 months, 27 days, was 
17.16 lbs. butter from 370.6 Ibs. milk 
and her 305-day record 673.38 Ibs. but- 
ter from 15,322.1 lbs. milk. When she 
freshened again, as she did just a few 
days after the close of her year, she 
came through with the very good pro- 
duction of 32.37 lbs. butter from 519

It is important to note that all 
four of these heifers made their rec- 
ords as junior three-year-olds. 

At the present time, there are eight 
daughters of Judge Segis that have 
completed two-year-old records at 
Hollywood Farm for either 305 or 365 
days. The three that have been tested 
for a full year average 20,309.6 Ibs. 
milk with 812.1 lbs. butter, all as jun- 
ior two-year-olds. The other five, with 
95-day records, show an average of 
17,974.8 Ibs. milk with 708.18 Ibs. but- 
ter. We know of no other sire who 
can show so high an average for five 
two-year-old daughters on 305-day test. 
Certainly no other sire has two two- 
year-old daughters with 305-day rec. 
ords above 19,000 lbs. or three above 
18,000 lbs. These eight daughters in- 
clude the four we have already des- 
cribed and the other four are all due 
to freshen soon, and perhaps many of 
them will have freshened by the time 
these lines are read. 

C. W. Peters, manager of Hollywood 
Farms, reports that in addition to 
these eight, there are twenty-two 
Judge Segis daughters now on semi- 
official test at Hollywood, and it is 
expected that the great majority of 
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them will do as well as their sensa- 
tional sisters who have already 
finished. 





DAIRYMEN’S BUSINESS PART- 
NERS 

Every dairyman has business part- 
ners. They are the cows he is milk- 
ing. Like business partnerships with 
human beings, their failure means the 
failure of the dairyman. Cows pay 
interest on proper feeds. They collect 
indemnity on feeds withheld. These 
facts will be plainly shown by the ex- 


hibit of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture at the Heart of America 
Dairy Show in Kansas City, June 
5 to 10. 


By illustrations of three cows it will 
be shown that when one was fed liber- 
ally during the dry period she more 
than doubled the production during 
the 40 days after calving. Mineral mat- 
ter added to another cow’s ration dur- 
ing the dry period greatly increased 
the milk flow. The third cow on 
liberal ration throughout the dry and 
lactation periods increased her pro- 
duction of milk 116 per cent and of 
butterfat 109 per cent. 

Heavy production is not desired by 
the dairyman unless it can be made at 
profit, so an exhibit is being prepared 
showing the cost of producing 100 
pounds of milk. This cost is shown 
in terms of feed, labor and overhead 
expense, so that any dairyman can 
substitute current prices and deter- 
mine the cost of producing milk on 
his own farm. 

Dairymen who attend the Heart of 
America Dairy Show will see the 
standing of their state in the average 
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production per cow. The average pro- 
duction for the United States is 3726 
pounds of milk per cow annually. This 
is low compared with some other dairy 
countries.

The John Arfmann dispersal held at his farm at Middletown, May 6th was one 
of the most encouraging sales we have seen for a long time. When we consider 
the breeding and quality of certain individuals and the prices they brought 
we might feel that the buyers should be pleased with the bargains they picked 
up, while the average of almost $339.00 for the entire Arfmann herd of 65 head, 
ranging in age all the way from calves to 14-year-old cows, should be very 
satisfactory to the seller and a good indication that good Holsteins will bring 
good money. 

An immense crowd filled the large barn in which the sale was held, the 
crowd including buyers from four different states. Bidding as a rule was 
fairly brisk. B. V. Kelley of Syracuse did the selling with R. Austin Backus 
of Mexico, N. Y. in the box, both acquitting themselves very creditably. 

Top price of $1600.00 was paid for Ormsby Korndyke Lad Alcartra, a son 
of Ormsby Korndyke Lad from a 22-Ib. two-year-old daughter of King of the 
Alcartras: second dam a 24-lb. three-year-old daughter of Sir Prilly Segis. 
He was a two-year-old bull and one of the best individual sons of Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad, who is noted for his good individual sons, as well as for his 
great producing daughters. He was purchased after a spirited contest by Leo- 
pold Beyer of La Grangeville, N. Y. Mr. Beyer was one of the best customers 
at the sale, paying almost $9,000 for seventeen head. Included among Mr. 
Beyer’s purchase, in addition to the bull, was a yearling daughter of the 40-Ib. 
cow, Ruby Pietertje Butter Boy, who has four times made records above 30 
ibs. The heifer was sired by Sir Aaggie Mead De Kol. Her full sister, one 
year younger, went to Seth H. Moseley of Norfolk, Conn., who bought several 
other good ones.

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TEN REASONS WHY A FARMER 
SHOULD USE A SILO 


1. As the principal business of 
farming is to make money the silo on 
the stock farm will best accomplish 
this end. 

2. Corn silage is the farmers cheap- 
est source of digestible carbo-hydrates. 
As this is the principal food element 
required by our domestic animals it 
certainly is wise to provide it. 

3. Summing up all the experiments 
conducted by some twenty-three differ- 
ent State Experiment Stations over 
a period of fifteen years, silage has 
proven the most economic food for the 
production of stock and stock pro- 
ducts. 

4. There are about one-half million 
silos now in use in the United States, 
and it is difficult to find a user who is 
not more than pleased with the re- 
sults from his silo. Silo salesmen use 
as a slogan “Ask the man who has a 
silo.” 

5. The greatest expense connected 
with the live stock business is the 
cost of feeding the animals. The silo 
will lower this cost and therefore, it 
should be one of the first considera- 
tions of the stockkeeper. 

6. The silo stands ever ready as an 
insurance against many of the com- 
mon crop failures, especially damages 
from early frost, drought and hail. Wet 
seasons often prevent the putting up 
of a crop of clover or alfalfa; this can 
be saved in the silo. Whatever is 
grown in the way of forage can be sil- 
oed and preserved for future use. 

7. The silo is a labor-saving equip- 
ment and it saves in storage space. 
Eight times more feed can be stored 
in the silo than in the mow. Cattle 
can be fed quickly and easily from the 
silo as it is in a condensed form close 
to the point of feeding and is always 
in condition for feeding. Many feed- 
ing arrangements require the hitching 
up of a team to a wagon or cart and 
the hauling of feed from one place to 
another. A silo properly placed will 
do away. with this. 

8. Silage is a succulent, grasslike 
feed, easily digested and seems to 
stimulate digestion. It has much the 
same effect as grass, giving thrift to 
the animal; and less sickness is ex- 
perienced among the stock when good 
silage is fed. Silage stimulates the 
milk flow and all milking stock should 
receive it. Silage is cooling and appe- 
tizing and it prevents many of the 
troubles resulting from the over feed- 
ing of concentrates. 

9. Experiments and _ experience 
have taught that the most profitable 
feeding is liberal feeding, such as will 
supply the animal with its require- 
ments. Quick growth is _ profitable 
growth, large production is profitable 
production, and the feeder of silage 
is more inclined to feed well, which 
means profitable feeding. The man 
with the silo is supplied with a large 
amount of good feed and in emergency 
it can be carried over for’ several 
years and still can be used with good 
profit. 

10. Competition is keen in all lines 
of industry and the stock-keeper with 
a silo has an advantage over his neigh- 
bor without one. In order to compete 
with the silo keeper, all stock-keepers 
must use silos. World competition in 
growing stock and producing stock 
products will require the American 
farmer to use the best and most econ- 
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omical means. With the silo we need 
fear no competition from any country 
of the world.

Experiment With Scrubs Again Shows 
Value of Purebred Bulls In 
Dairy Herd. 


Increases of 110 per cent in milk 
production and 101 per cent in fat pro- 
duction over the original scrub herd 
cows is shown in the second genera- 
tion of cows produced from purebred 
sires at the Iowa Experiment station. 
Scrub cows producing an average of 
4,009 pounds of milk and 187 pounds 
of butterfat in 1907 have granddaugh- 
ters producing an average of 8,413 
pounds of milk and 376 pounds of but- 
terfat and the difference, say those in 
charge of the experiment, is due en- 
tirely to the use of purebred sires for 
two generations. 

This experiment which was started 
14 years ago, is being carried: on to 
determine the value of the sire of 
the herd. 

From the first cross of purebred 
sires on the scrub cows a gain in pro- 
duction of 44 per cent in milk produc- 
tion and 38 per cent in fat production 
has been secured, or an average pro- 
duction of 5,769 pounds of milk and 
259 pounds of butterfat, showing that 
even the use of a purebred sire for the 
first time will more than pay. the 
farmer for the difference in the origi- 
nal cost. Where good grade cows are 
bred to a good sire the increase in 
production is also profitable. 

Not only does the average increase 
in production show big gains but in 
using Holstein, Jersey and Guernsey 
sires all cows from the matings show- 
ed good average productions. 

All cows were kept under Iowa con- 
ditions and fed as nearly as possible 
the same rations so that there has 
not been a chance to lessen the pro- 
duction of one class and increase the 
record of the animals with purebred 
sires. The experiment is to be con- 
tinued.

COWS VERSUS GOATS IN MILK 
PRODUCTION 


Some cows do not produce any 
more milk than a goat, according to an 
exhibit that will be seen in the Heart 
of America Dairy Show in Kansas 
City June 5 to 10. This exhibit has 
been prepared by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture from data collect- 
ed from 452 cow testing associations 
in the United States. 

Among the lessons to be demon- 
strated are the facts that dairymeu 
find fall freshening most profitable; 
that each increase of 50 pounds of but- 
terfat production increases income 
above feed cost by $15.00; and, that a 
cow may produce heavily pari of the 
year and yet have a low annual pro- 
duction. 

Results of an experiment in dairy 
cattle breeding in which hundreds of 
animals have been used will be seen 
at this show. The effect of line-breed- 
ing, in-breeding and out-crossing is one 
of the interesting features. The blood 
of eight prominent Jersey families is 
being concentrated in the individuals 
in the third generation to determine 
the effect on production. 

Value of the proven sire is also 
shown by an immense booth picturing 
Holsteins used as foundation stock in 
an experiment at Beltsville, Maryland. 
Four’ heifers, purchased on_ the 
strength of their proven sire’s ability 
to get good daughters, freshened at 
the age of 27 months and averaged 
19,025.4 pounds of milk and _ 603.7 
pounds of butterfat. 

No dairyman or farmer will attend 
the Heart of America Dairy Show 
without being impressed with the fact 
that better sires mean better stock, 
and that better stock means better 
homes, schools, churches and roads.

WAUKESHA COUNTY SALE 


The annual spring sale of the Waukesha County Holstein-Friesian Associa 
tion was held at Waukesha on April 26 and 27. As usual, the quality of the 
cattle consigned to this sale was of superior quality and the animals for the 
most part were brought in in good condition. They had all been carefully 
selected and passed upon by a committee representing the association, The 
bidding was active throughout the sale although no high prices were realized 
and more than the usual proportion of bargains were secured by the purchasers 
many of whom were offered considerable more for their bargains within twenty. 
four hours after the sale. Buyers were present from a number of the adjoining 
states. The local crowd was comparatively small, due to the pressure of farm 
work, a backward spring having delayed work on the land until the week of the 
sale. A larger percentage of alfalfa was winter-killed in that section of the 
continent with the accompanying prospects of a short hay crop also affected the 
prices adversely. The top price of the sale was $1050 on a 31-Ib. daughter of 
King Ormsby. The total of the sale on 117 head was $23,450 or almost exactly 
a $200 average. Animals over six months of age averaged $285. Auctioneers 
Mack, Walker and Benjamin did the selling with Reid Murray in the box.
